Dutch Diemer Wilhelmina Sank ‘i Mine; 


Three Stokers Killed; Americans Among Saved| 





LONDON, July 81.—The Dutch mail 
steamer Koningin Wilhelmina, which 
left Flushing this morning for Sheer- 
ness, has struck a-mine near the North 
Hinder Lightship, dispatches from Hol- 
land announce. 

Three stokers were killed when the 
Vessel, a paddle boat of 1,964 tons, 
struck’the mine. All the rest of those 
on board were saved, it is believed, 

Rewter’s. correspondent at Flushing 
reports that the seamer ‘carried forty- 
one passengers and a crew of sixty. 

The Koningin Wilhelmina, the Flush- 
ing dispatch adds, left that city at 
6 o'clock this morning, and struck the 
mine about 9 o’clock, finally | sinking, 
after keeping afloat for some time. 

All the passengers and the surviving 
members of the crew were taken off in 
small boats. Among the saved are some 
wounded soldiers. 

The vessel carried in place of freight 
empty barrels to keep her afloat in case 
of accident. The Captain reported by 
wireleés that his ship had struck a mine 
near North Hinder and that only the aft 

art of the vessel was out vf the water. 

ter the ship disappeared entirely. 

Steamers and torpedo boat destroyers 
were dispatched to the assistance of the 
survivors. 


THE HAGUE, July 31.—Frank W. 
Mahin, the American Consul at Amster- 
dam, and his wife, Mrs. Abbie Mahin, 
were the only, American passengers on 


board the Koningin Wilhelmina. Both 
were saved, This information was given

CARRANZISTAS AID CAVALRY 


Cross Boundary to Fight with 
Our Men—First Instance 
of Co-operation.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, July 31.—Two 
Americans were killed early thisymorn- 
ing in a clash with Mexican bandits five 
miles southeast of Fort Hancock on the 
Rio Grande. Five of the Mexican ban- 
dits were killed, and it is thought prob- 
able that several others were wounded 
before they escaped back across the 
river. Private John J. Twoney, Troop 
F, Eighth Cavalry, and Robert Wood, 
custome.dnspéetor, were the Americans 
killed. Sergeant Lewis Thompson of 
Troop F, was shot three umes , and may 

8. — 

Whilé only small numbers were en- 
gaged, and the loss of life was small, 
there was a circumstance that in the 
eyes of army men here lent much sig- 
nificance to the affray. For the first 
time in the history of the present differ- 
ences with Mexico, Carranza soldiers 
fought by the side of American soldiers 
in the effort to capture or exterminate 
the bandids. Moreover, they fought’on 
American soll, The bandits, of whom 
there was only a. small number, had 
been driven to the’ river by a detach- 
ment of Carranza soldiers and fled to 
the American side to escape their pur- 
suers. The Carranzistas stopped at the 
river. 

During the fight between the bandits 
and a squad of six American troopers 
a short time after the bandits gained the 
American side, two American Customs 
inspectors, Robert Wood and Roy Bean, 
joined the cavalrymen. Wood was the 
tirst American killed. Bean ran to the 
river and invited the Carranzistas across 
to help defeat the bandits, whose exact 
number has not been ascertained. 


Carransistas Give Aid. 


Hight Carranza soldiers under a Cap- 
tain forded the river and ran to the 
little ranch house in which the Amer- 
ican soldiers had surprised the outlaws. 
The combined force, firing ceaselessly, 
began to surround the little building, 
and Private Twoney was shot and 
killed. Instantly the wandits made a 
dash for their horses and sped back to 
the river. Three of their.dead were 
found in the ranch house, and one just 
outside, That others were seriously in- 
jured was evident from the fact that as 
they fled they left behind them a ‘trail 
of blood sufficient for the Americans 
and Carranzistas to follow without dif- 
ticulty in the early morning lgnt. 

When the soldiers reached tne river 
the Americans stopped on this side, as 
they had no orders to cross, and turned 
over further pursuit of the outlaw gang 
to the Carranza soidiers, who recrussed 
the river immediately and continued to 
follow the trail until they were out of 
sight. None of the Carranzistas was 
injured on this side so far as is known 





nerne first reports of this engagement

self. 

The first forward movement from the 
Waterlot farm was mage by some Scots 
who had already been i ole hard 
since July 14, when they helped to break 
the second German line. hese Scots 
chased the Germans out of their lines. 
The Waterlot farm was found to be a 
collection of ruined buildings and yards 
which the Germans seem to have used 
as a dumping ground for old iron and 
machinery.

The 
young British officera and their mén 
went crawling forward over the broken 
ground and satisfied themselves that 
the Boche was there in strength.

Once explosives aré loaded from. the 
pier on lighters, the authority of the In- 
terstate Commission comes to an end; 
the Division of Combustibles of the Fire 
Department, it was learned yesterday, 
makes claim of authority on!y 1,000 feet 
from‘ shore. 

In the transportation of explosives on 
lighters through the bay there are no 
regulations in force compared with those 
that apply at the. piers. The jurisdiction 
is that of the War Department, which 
designates the place of anchorage of 
ships taking on explosives as freight, 
and there is also. the requirement that 
boats in the course of loading and un- 
loading explosives. shall bear a red flag 
and red lights at night.

W. L. Saunders, Who Built Present 
Plant There, Tells History. 


Black Tom Island has been the scene 
of at least three other big explosions, 
according to W. L.’ Saunders of 4 West 
Fortieth Street, a member of the Naval 
Consulting Board, who erected the plant 
of the National Storage Company. One 
of the disasters, in a nitroglycerine fac- 
tory on the island, killed several people. 

Before 1870, Black Tom was a barren 
rock, Mr. Saunders said. Then. the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey became the 
owner and erected a cribwork around the 
rock,’ filling it in with sweepings pur- 
chased from the city. Thus, twenty-five 
acres were gained, and the island was 
used for storage by the railroad. 

Later the nitroglycerine plant was 
built, the: owners spending more than 
$1,000,000 in developing. the factory. Both 
the first and second explosions occurred 
shortly after the factory was built. Both 
of these accidents were serious, but no 
lives were lost, Mr. Saunders éaid. 

There was scarcely a vestige of a 
building or anythi else left after the 
third explosion shook the island, he de- 
clared, he machinery and parts of the 
buildings were blown in every direction 
and.several workmen were killed.

Only a Few Bolts Ripped Off—Loss 
on Island, $100,000. 


After the United States Army engi-'! 
neers had ‘surveyed the Statue of Lib- | 
erty and the buildings on Bedlow’s Isl- 
and yesterday Captain A. T. Clifton, 
the commandant of the Signal Corps 
which is stationed there, said the re- 
pairs there ‘would cost about $100,000. 

It would take about ten days to make 
the temporary repairs, such as fitting 
the casings of the windows in the 
houses and the doors which had’ been 
blown off by the explosion, he said, and 
during that period the public would be 
excluded from the tsland. 

Captain Clifton went on to say that 
the buildings were not damaged. with 
the exception of the western storehouse, 
a@ corrugated iron structure, which had 
been ripped to pieces by the concussion, 

The main structure of the Statue of 
Liberty practically escaped uninjured, as 
well as the power pan wis provides 
the light. About 100 iron bolts in the 
inner shell of the statue had been ripped 
off and the dase and outer envelope of 
the statue had been chipped a little with 
the shrapnel from the barges at Black 
Tom Island. 

Captain Clifton stated that the officers’ 
houses now had no windows, frames or 
doors, and were being blocked up with 
tarred paper until the proper materials 
could be obtained. Several of the shells 
found on Bedlow’s Island had time fuses 
in them, the Captain said. Boxes of 
smokeless powder, with a quantity of 
wreckage of all kinds, were washed 
ashore yesterday. 
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Buildings near the water front and ar 


reaching high above the lower blocks 
bordering on the river—such as the 
enormous Whitehall Building at 17 Bat- 
tery Place, the United States Express 
Building at 2 Rector Street, and the new 
Adams: Express Building at 61 Broad- 
way—suffered heavily.

bors, but the higher floors took the full 
force of the treméndous rush of air 
driven northward by the explosion. In 
the United States Express Building, f 
instance, no fewer 425 heavy. plate 
glass ‘windows were demolished, nearly 
all of them on_the river side. Nearly 
300 windows were broken in the Adams 
Building, and the roof of the Rector 
Street elevated station on the Ninth 
Avenue line was covered with fragments 
of glass.

The Jersey City officials started an 
investigation yesterday to determine 
what railroads keep large amounts of 
explosives stored in Jersey City with a 
view to causing the arrest of the persons 
responsible for maintaining a’ public 
nujsance, 

Late yesterday afternoon Commission- 
er of Safety Hague of Jersey City heard 
there were 200 cars of explosives and 
ammunition in the yards of the Lehigh 
Valley and Jersey Central. He took 
ten detectives and started an immediate 
investigation, after which he made the 
announcement that the heads of the 
two railroads would be arrested. Secret 
Service agents have been Ient to the 
Jersey City authorities, and they are 
making a detailed investigation to find 
out just: how much ammunition there is 
in Jersey City. 

Mr. Hague said he had heard that the 
reason for the tying up to the Lehigh 

fers of the Johnson barge, which was 
oaded at the Central pier, was to save 
$25. in. towing charges. He said it looked 
as ‘if the effort to save the $25 had 
caused a loss of several lives and $25,- 
000,000 in property Sarage. 

The police. still hold to their belief 
that the fire started on the Johnson 
barge, although it is the belief of Pros- 
Cesar Hudspeth that it started on the 
piers. 

Prosecutor Hudspeth hinted at wide- 
spread arrests of officials of other rail- 
roads which carry, munitions through 
Jersey City. Besides the Lehigh Valley 
and Jersey Central, he said these roads 
all carried explosives. through Jerse 
City—the Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
Ohio, Delaware, Lackawanna & Wesat- 
ern, and the West Shore.

Johnson owned 
the barge on which the Lehigh Valley 
charged that the fire which led to the 
explosion started.

‘ollowing the arraignment of Dickman 
and Davidson, there was a conference, 
attended by Mayor Fagan of Jersey City, 
County Prosecutor Hudspeth. Congress- 
men Eagan and Hamill, Commissioner 
of Public: Safety Hagué, and others, 
after which it. was announced that a 
warrant had been issued for the. arrest 
of E. MacKenzie}. President of the 
National Dock and Storage Company. 
The warrant will probably be nerves this 
morning. 

Prosecutor Hudspeth said that although 
a ruling of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission had been used by the rall- 
roads to protect them in handling. ex- 
piomves, this ruling had been made un-

-**T have evidence of criminal negli- 
gence of the worst sort and we will push 
the cases to the limit,’’ he said. “* Be- 
cause they have had difficulty. in getting 
ships to transport.the ammunition, the 
‘railroad .and transportation .companies 
have allowed it to accumulate so that 
no one-in-this section of the country is 
safe,.

“It also appears that there were a 
large number of cars loaded with -vari- 
ous kinds of explosives on Black Tom 
Island. The most startling thing about 
the whole affair is that it seems there! 
was a fire burning for more than an, 
hour on Black Tom before it was re- 
ported to the Fire Department, and it| 
was reported only when it had got be- 
yond the control of the railroad em- 
ployes. That, in itself, justifies the 
charge of criminal negligence. 

“Tt would appear that sparks from 
the burning cars set Barge No. 24 on 
fire. The Lehigh tug eneva came 
around the end of ‘the island and hooked 
onto the Johnson barge and another 
barge and started to tow them into the 
stream. They had fust got under way 
when the second barge exploded. That 
was the first big explosion. A striking 
thing is that while the Johnson barge 
carried the red signals the barge which 
disappeared in a flash did not. carry 
any. signals, we are told. The Johnson 
barge thon drifted across to the Ccen- 
tral terminal and banged away like a 
fortress for four hours. The tug Geneva 
got away. Then the cars on the dock 
contiued to burn and other barges were 
ignited. Finally the fire reached the 
cars of dynamite, or whatever the stuff 
was, and then came the second explo- 
sion and the resulting fire. 

‘“‘ There are two questions we are con- 
sidering: First, the jurisdiction of the 
State, and, second, the jurisdiction of 
the Federal Government.

The railroads can't get the facilities to 
ship the explosives, but that gives them 
no right to store them in Jersey City.”

Hotter Days in 1876.and 1898, 

Yesterday was’the hottest ‘July 31 in 
the history of the Weather Bureau, 
with a maximum temperature of 938 de- 
grees. which broke the record for this 
date established last year.. Hotter. Ju 
days occurred, however, on July ¥, 1876, 
and July 4, 1898, when on both days the 
record seompera tuna 99, degrees was 
reached. eports from Chicago say 
that 284 have died» during the present 
heat spell, which extends through the 
West, and of which yesterday’s weather 
in New York was a sample. 

All the boroughs, with the exception 
of. Richmond, suffered alike, although 

hysical+cunditions in Manhattan made 

t, as usual, the one in which most pros- 
trations -were recorded. Manhattan had 
no deaths, however. Theré were two 
in Brooklyn directly due to heat pros- 
tration, and in Long Island City a man 
was crushed under a train after hé had 
succumbed to the heat and . become 
weak and blinded. 

The Weather Bureau shows that at 
8 o’clock the temperature stood at 78 
degrees and the humidity at the high 
percentage of 84. The temperature 
climbed steadily, without one retard, 
through the day until 3 o'clock, when it 
reached the high mark, 93 degrees. It 
wavered around this figure until 8 
o'clock, when it dropper to 85 degrees, 
seven degrees higher than it had been 
twelve hours before.. From there it 
dropped still further during later hours, 

The . oppressive’ humidity was some- 
what reduced as the day wore on by the 
arrival of a northwest breeze, which 
the weather man had predicted. His 
prophesied shower, however, had not 
appeared at. midnight, though it still 
had time to make good. 

Persons passing along Myrtle Avenue 
noticed an eldérly colored man become 
weak and confused and then drop to 
the street in tront of 144 Myrtle Ave- 
nue. First aid was —_ and an 
ambulance called from Brooklyn Hos- 
pital. But the man did not recover 
consciousness and was _ pronounced 
dead by Dr. Springfield. He was later 
identified as Samuel Kelling, 58 years 
old; of. 99 Fleet Place. William Lucas, 
another colored man, was stricken in 
his home early in the day and died 
there in the evening. 


Crushed to Death by Train. 


George Natto was a laborer employed 
by the Flushing Bay Improvement 
Company, and was working around 
trains carrying dirt which was being 
handled by his gang. He became 
stricken by the heat and in his weak- 
ened and blinded condition cauld not 
avoid one of the dirt trains which 
came his way, but stumbled into its 
path and fell before it. He was crushed 
to death. 

While these were the only deaths that 
had been registered up to midnight 
several of those overcome and remov 
to hospitals were in such serious condi- 
tion that it is thought they may die. 
One of these was Mamie O’Day, who 
was picked up unconscious from the 
heat at Nott and Jackson Avenues, Long 
Island City. When she was removed to 
St. John’s Hospital she was found to 
be in a very serious condition. The po- 
lice say that when she was revived she 
said she had no home. 

Several accidents which do not come 
under the head of prostrations were 
ascribed to the heat. In many factories, 
especially, where heavy machinery is 
ed, the workers were so reduced in 
vitality by the weather that they were 
not as well able to take care of them- 
selves through their dangerous tasks a8 
they are under normal conditions, and 
several accidents were laid to this con- 
dition. 





One of these occurred in the plant of 
the Imperial Metal Company, at Suns- 
wick Street and Wilbur Avenue, Long 
Island City, when a machinist, John 
Mandrill of 149 Baldwin Avenue, Jersey 
City, had the muscles of his left arm 
torn by catching his arm in a machine. 
He was removed to St. John’s Hospital.

305 Persons: Died in Chicago Since 

July x1, When Spell Began. 

CHICAGO, July 31.—The end of one 
of the longest periods of hot weather 
Chicago ever experienced came today in 
an eighteen-mile breeze from the north. 
A drop of MS ager ae degrees in -tem- 
perature from , the highest reached 
yemvercey' Was recorded at 9 o’clock to- 
day. The came up at 4 o'clock 
and gradually increased in velocity. The 
Weather Bureau predicted it would shift 
‘to the northeast, whence comes the 
usual cooling ‘* lake breeze.’’ 

The hot spell began July 11, since 
which time the temperature was con- 
stantly above normal.

POPE’S PEACE PLEAS FAIL. 


Pontiff. Admits His Inability to 
Bring an End to the War. 


ROMBE, July 31, (via Paris.)—The fail- 
ure of the Pope's appeals to the war- 
ring nations for peace was admitted by 
the Pontiff in addressing a delegation 
of the youth of Rome yesterday. The 


delegation prayed for peace in accord- 
ance with the Pope’s request to the 
children of the whole world to appeal 
to God on the last Sunday of the sec- 
ond year of the struggle to end the 
war. 

The Pope remarked that the war, 
which was ravaging all the earth, was 
not visible on all faces, although such 
carnage made_an ever-present call for 
meditation and penitence. Yet, he said, 
adults were unable to forego the at- 
tractions of life and that was why he 
turned to the children, who were near- 
est and dearest to God by their in- 
nocence and weakness. 

‘We, the father of all the faithful,” 
he said, “have guffered, have exhorted 
and prayed for two years, but our ex- 





hortations to the combatants to lay 
down their arms and seek a settlement 
through the channels of justice and 
reason having been in vain, we decided 
to have recourse to invocations ‘to Di- 
vine help by the all powerful neans of 
your innocence, hoping that the prodigy 
of the son of Hagar might be renewed.” 


LAWYER’S BODY IDENTIFIED. 


Brother Thinks Dead Man Brooded 
Over Failure as Playwright. 


The body of Arthur J. Ryan, 34 years 
old, lawyer and playwright of 105 West 
Seventy-fifth Street, was identified in 
the Morgue yesterday. No trace of him 
had been found since he disappeared a 
week ago Monday night until his body 
was found by a patrolman floating in 


the reservoir in Central Park. 
Roderick Ryan, his brother, of 38,099 
Broadway, who identified the body, 
said he believed the man had committed 
suicide because he felt he was a fail- 
ure as a playwright. The dead man 
leaves a wife and two children, 
are in Los Angeles. _Mr. Ryan said 
that after oe eting courses of study 
at Andover, Yale and the New York 
Law School, his brother had conducted 
a successful law practice in this city, but 
that he had given up his law business 
to devote himself to writing plays, hav- 
ing. received some encouragement from 
theatrical friends.

Rumors of More Strikes. 


The meeting in Lyceum Hall drew a 
large attendance.yesterday. Speeches by 
Matthew J. Higgins, one of the general 
organizers, and others caused many ru- 
mors of sympathy strikes to be circu- 
lated. One report had it that the uni- 
formed. men of the New York Railways 


would be out by this morning, and that 
the lines of all the other companies here 
and in Brooklyn would be tied up. by 
the end of the week. 

The New York Railways Company was 
aware of these rumors, and passengers 
were not permitted to ride on the front 
seats of open cars, use of the fear 
that agitators would attempt to influence 
motormen to quit work. 

“No demands have been made by our 
men,’’ an official said, *‘ but anythin 
might happen. There is no telling wha 
these out-of-town agitators who are try- 
ing to influence the men might do.’’ 

is statement followed the assertion 
of Edward A. Maher, Jr., Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager of the Third Avenue Com- 
pany, that the carmen were attempting 
to tie up the transit lines of the entire 


city. 

Wiliam V. Fitzgerald, the union. or- 
ganizer in general charge of the situa~- 
tion and next in authority to William 
D. Mahon, the International President, 
denied that, any such radical action was 
contemplated immediately. 

‘““We are not trying to bite off more 
than we can chew,” he said. ‘‘ We are 
doing One thing at a time. We are or- 
ganizing the men on all the sit lines 
of the city, as has been admitted re- 
peatediy. But as far as I know there 

as been no meeting of the Executive 
Board, and we are not calling any addi- 
tional strikes for the present.’’ 

Fitzgerald said that out of the 3,400 
conductors and motormen emplezee by 
the Third Avenue Company 2, had 
enrolled as members of the union. 

*“*Our men who have worked so hard 
to organize this system will now turn 
their attention to the employes of the 
other companies in New York and will 
do missionary work among them,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and we hope »y the end of this 
week to have the other systems as well 
organized as we now have the Third 
Avenue. I base this hope upon the con- 
tinuous reports that are reaching me 
from the men on the other systems. 

“As to our position with the Third 
Avenue Company, it stands as it did on 
Saturday. e are ready and willing 
to meet the officials of the company; 
and, if possible, threugh conference, 
reach a settlement. If the company is 
willing to recognize our organization 
and to treat with our committees, we are 
willing to submit the other ints in 
dispute to‘an arbitration board of three 
disinterested citizens, one to chosen 
by the representatives of the company, 
one by the committee representing the 
employes, and these two to select the 
third. or, if any other fair proposition 
of arbitration can be worked out that 
will give us justice._and fair play, we are 
willing. to accept it.’’ w 


Lines Won’t Recognise Union.

to give us. Take an every-day example, 
a simple oné, and. you will see what I 
mean: Suppose a conductor has an 
argument th a passenger and is re- 
ported. That conductor: is generally 
suspended until he apologizes to the pas- 
senger, who lghe have been in the 

, and until the passenger gives him 
a letter forgiving him. . This is a small 
matter, but hundreds of others like it 
happen all the time, and the conductor 
never has a. fair deal.’’ 


Wages Increased Recently. 


The employes of the New York Rail- 
ways Company have no specific corm- 
plaint on the subject of pay, their wage 
schedule having been raised to the gen- 
eral level of that of the Third Avenue 
Company since July 1. Conductors and 
motormen are paid 26 cents an hour 
during their first year of service, 29 
cents an hour the next three years, and 
80 cents an hour the fifth year and 
thereafter. Prior to July 1 first-year 
men received 25 cents an hour, second- 
year men 26 cents, third-year men 27 
cents, fourth-year men 28 cents, and 
five-year men 29 cents. 

The scale for subway employes, with 
the exceptton of motormen, who earn 
as high as $4 a day, is somewhat lower. 
They recently received an advance in 
pay of 1 cent an hour, as did also the 
employes of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company. The Brooklyn company 
issued a statement yesterday intimating 
that the men would get still more pay 
“as the company prospers.”’ 

" far as we know there is no dis- 
satisfaction among our men,” the B. 
R. T. statement said, ‘‘ We think we 
have as loyal a body of men as any 
large. enterprise in the country. We 
think they have been given to under- 
stand that as the company prospers 
their condition will be improv and 
their remuneration will be increased. 
Our transportation employes have had 
their wages increased three es with- 
in the last four years.: Under these 
conditions a strike, with all its terrible 
consequences, would seem to be an 
impossibility. We are confident that 


it would not originate by any general |’ 


act of our men. e have no knowledge 
that: outsiders would attempt to atir 
up dissatisfaction —- our workers. 
If they should, we will stand by our 
men and protect them in the discharge 
of their duty.”* 

The Third Avenue Railway Company 
operated some cars on*some of its lines 
esterday, but they became continually 
ewer toward nightfall. .Only six cars 
left the depot at 129th Street and Third 
Avenue, two of these bei 125th Street 
crosstown cars, three Third Avenue cars 
and one a Broadway and Kingsbridge 
car. It was said that forty cars would 
be sent out of that depot today, how- 
ever.
